SYMPHONY SEASON 
OF CONCERTS ENDS 


Final, and Best of Friday After- 
noon Programs to Be Re- 
peated Tonight. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

The sixteenth, last and probably 
the best of the Friday afternoon 
symphony concerts was given yeSe 
terday at the Odeon under the di- 
rection of Eugene Goossens. The 
word “probably” is a mere gesture 
of caution on the part of a re- 
viewer who has developed a patho- 
logical fear of being excessive. 
Speaking under the rose I can act- 
ually recall no orchestral event of 
this or last season which offered 
nearly so much and was so con- 
tinuously stimulating. 

First of all there was Mr. 
Goossens who by virtue of his style, 
authority and impeccable rhythmic 
sense renewed the favorable im- 
pression he made last December. 
Then there was Walter Gieseking, 
the pure nonesuch of the younger 
piano playing demons. Finally 
there was the program which was 
a model of superior and diversified 
quality. 

Any of those .three features 
would make a concert something 
more than an ordinary afternoon 
of music. Together they justify 
all of the self-congratulatory brown 


feels inclined to issue. 

The return of Mr. Goossens to 
St. Louis has been anticipated with 
considerable pleasure by most of 
those who heard him direct when 
he was here before. And if there 
was a slight edge of trepidation 
in their emotion it was due to the 
knowledge that even the best of 
conductors can “be frustrated by 
unsettled conditions in the orches- 
tra. The local band has been han- 
dled so much this season that the 
players probably feel like so many 
foundling cats. Yet the Mozart C 
Major symphony had barely got- 
ten under way before one knew, 
despite the rather dry quality of 
the strings, that the orchestra had 
been captured by Mr. Goossens’ 


unfailing technique and his style. 

The soundness of this style is due 
first to a sympathetic adjustment 
of his method of expression with 
the thing expressed and secondly 
to the fact that each of the com- 
ponent parts of the music he plays 
reflects a sense of the whole. Mr. 
Goossens, I hope, would rather 
drop dead in his morning coat— 
they seem to have better tailors 
in Rochester than in Wiesbaden— 
than introduce the Promethean 
Beethoven note into Mozart or 
make the drum-beats of a Beetho- 
ven symphony take on the earth- 
shaking tread of Wagner's Fafner 
and Fasolt. 

Certainly his Mozart was kept 
relatively small and if there was 
anybody in the audience who was 
not moved by its incandescent 
purity he just doesn't like Mozart. 
Incidentally I wonder how any one 
can hear the slow movement of the 
C Major and still hang on to the 
belief that Mozart was nothing but 
a bubbling, light-hearted child. To 
my mind the andante contabile of 
the C’ Major is as profound, in its) 
own characteristic way.

Mr. Gieseking’s appearanc® as 
the soloist in the Schumann A Mi- 
nor concerto marked the third time 
he had played professionally in St. 
Louis and most of the audience, 
therefore, was familiar with his 
exuberant gifts. Even so, there 
was no diminution of that exciting, 
nervous shock that one experiences 
when he first-encounters the piano. 
His approach yesterday afternoon 
had all of the amorous avidity of a 
romantic young man who hadn't 
seen his sweetheart for nine years. 
And it was followed by a stirring. 
highly vitalized performance in 
which the orchestra successfully 
shared. 

Mr. Gieseking often seemed to be 
starting a tone in the heel of his 
shoe, but one realized that all of 
that weaving of his body played a 
part in his technique. In a legato 
run he could match up his tones 
into the perfection of a rope of 
pearls and his big dynamic effects 
were hever so smashing but that 
one felt that he could give even 
more if necessary. As an encore he 
played a minuet from a_ Bach 
partita. 

Mr. Gieseking also played the 
plano part in De Falla’s “Nights 
in the Gardens of Spain.” Un- 
fortunately the limitations of time 
and space do not permit an extend- 
ed discussion of this vivid and ar- 
resting work. But it can at least 
be said that here is one modern 
who can escape from a too confin- 
ing tonality without spreading all 
over the place, who can use most 
of the resources of the orchestra 
without seeming to be engaged in 
a tour de force, and who always 
speaks in his own voice. 

These “Symphonic Impressions” 
are divided into three parts and are 
atmospheric rather than exposi- 
tory. There is a free use of modi- 
fied dissonance and if anyone ex- 
pects to find a melodic line stick- 
ing out like an artery he will] be 
tUisappointed. It has themes and 
some of them are ravishing but 
they tend to disappear quickly into 
the rich harmonic structure of the 
whole. 

Finally the work as a whole is 
a completely satisfying evocation 
of what seems to be an authentic 
Spanish atmospheré—all accom- 
plished without resort to the stock 
Spanish rhythms that abound in 
Chabrier and Bizet. 

Beside the De Falla number Mr. 
Goossens also played a modern 
American work called “Pan and the 
Priest,” by Howard Hanson 
Though a little naive it at least 
had the virtue of coherence. The 
program was concluded with a per- 
formance *of Rimsky-Korsakoff's 
‘Russian Easter.”

out or to force him to hold up 
his arm in token of defeat. 

Bofers then, as now, held their 
chins down on their chests “so 
as to protect their necks and 
chins.” 

It seems strange that this form 
of pastime could pass out of ex- 
istence almost completely for a 
period of many centuries and 
then come back in the spectacu- 
lar manner of the modern game, 
surviving and growing t& spite of 
constant es persecution.
